Puna district 
a great extent, a wild unex- 
plored region on the great island 
of Hawaii, and has but two thous- 
ind inhabitants, most of whom are 
tatives living in their aboriginal 
tyle in grass huts. The district 
s capable ot supporting in com- 
fort and prosperity one hundred 
thousand people, as it has been 
discovered that in these islands one 
acre ot good land will support eight 
people. The Puna district is about 
ten miles wide and fifty long, so 
one can understand what an enor 
mous population it is capable of 
sustaining. Puna, like most of 
Hawaii, is very rocky and sterile. 
The northern part is covered with 
dense lauhala forest, and is very 
inly inhabited. 

This district is covered with au- 
dit lava Hows. The only How ot 
cent date is that of 1H40, which 
flowed under ground for many 
lies, and then burst forth in the 
in. is and went down to the sea, 
overwhelming a small village in its 
use. In the course of this flow 
y lie found lava vases and trees 
made by the hot tide rushing like 
11 avalanche down the mountain 
ide, and striking a tree with such 
force as to splash the molten lava 
up one side, sometimes to the 
height ol a hundred feet, where it 
cooled and hardened, and, alter 
the wood burned out in the center, 
it left a lava tree.

Ilotli Islands seem to Is- wonderfully 
fertile, trees of all kinds bclrgglants in 
sUe, nnd other vegetable growth of the 
most luxuriant character. One India- 
rubber tree was found to measure 28 
feet around, while a live 0S> measured 
33 feet. Wild figs were also growing 
luxuriantly. Mr. Ilinson's theory is 
that these islands, naturally fertile, 
were centuries ago the rooke 
millions qf wafer fowl and thus! 
fertilized to tba highest ilegieo of per- 
fection.
